Extract from a letter from lis Excellency Major General Sir C. J. Napier, K.C. B. Governor of 
Stnde, dated Hydrabad, 30th May, 1843. 


“ Ags Shere Mahomed found that he could not recruit his troops in Sinde, he resolved to draw 
reinforcements from the mountains of Belochistan; 2] therefore sent Lieutenant Anderson of the 
Ist European Regiment, with a Steamer and 100 men, to destroy the boats collected on the right 
bank for the Belochees of Sukkur to cross over to Sinde. This Officer has performed nis duty in a 
brilliant manner; and he speaks highly of the way in which Master Miller of the Steamer ma 
nauvred his vessel, ‘Ihe rumour of this skirmish in Belochistan will have good effect in Sinde.” 


Above the Luckie Pass, 27th May, 1843. 
Sin 
, T had the honor to inform Ilias Ex: Sia, Napier, K. C. B., Governor of Sinde, 
this morning, that J had expectations of finding some 500 Beloochea of Meer Shali Mahomed agsem- 


bled below the Luckie pass, to give us fight on our arrival there. 


When we came in shore opposite Rock A. the Belooches fired into the Steamer, and to judge 
from their fire, they must 
have been 300 or 350 strong. 
The Steamer immediately re- 
turned their fire doing some 
execution. We then ran down 
to B, and landed the Sepoys 
of the 25th Regt. strength as 
per margin, who chased the 
enemy out of their position N. O. P. A., and drove them up the steeps beyond. 
1 Ensign. It -being useless to pursue them any further, the Sepoys returued leisurely on 
1 Soobedar. board, after having killed and wounded about 10 of them. During the skirmish 
& Havildars. the Steamer kept up a splendid fire of grape and round shot at the retreating 
& Jemadars. Belooches, killing aod wounding it is supposed 40 men. 
81 Sepoys. 


_ Mr, Lowry received a slight wound leading on his men, and 2 Sepoys were killed and 7 wound- 
ad carrying the heights. 
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On board the Steamer Captain Miller received a slight wound, and two seurepenn sailors and 
1 Stoker were severely wounded. 

I must beg to cxpress my thanke to all parties for their activity during the affair, which lasted 
altogether 3 hours, from } to 4 r. m, of this day.

7. The loss of the enemy was great, about ninety (90) dead on the field, and we have (17) 
seventeen prisoners: our own loss, ag you will observe by the return, has been trifling.

Benbow, 15th Regt. N. 1, Major Blood, Artillery, Captain Riely, 20th Regt. N. 1, and Lieut, 
Johnstone, of the 6th Regt.

Mr. Genl. (who also took command of 
the advance, consisting of the Light Company 20th Regt. N. I.) and of Captain Pravers, 234 Regt. 
Bombay Light Infantry, Assistant Commissary Generali, who kindly volunteered his services on my 
Staff. 

10. I must not forget to mention the important services [ have received from a Patan,” 
by name “ Aliff Khan,” wall known to many Officers of the Sukkur Agency. His information prin- 
cipally led to the success we have met with, and when with Captain Walter he killed four of the 
enemy. 

11. I regret extremely to have to inform you that two European Artillery men died of Conp- 
de-Soleil; the heat after 9 o’clock became most awful, and the whole detachment much distressed by 
the time we returned to this place at Lo’clock pom. Lad we moved with Camp Uquipage, &e: 
the operation could not have been accomplished with the secrecy necessary fo ensure success. 

There was no valuable property, and | burned as much as] could not remove from the spot,

In aceordance with order received from Lieut.-Colonel Roberts, I advanced on 
the morning of the @th of June with the Troop under my command for the purpose of holding in 
check the enemy under Meer Sbah Mahomed, until the arrival of the remainder of the foree— 
on approaching the spot towards which I had seen small bodies retreating, and perceiving larger 
patties dispersing to the right aud left, T attacked a party of horse and foot to the numberof about 
250, who were drawn up in rear of two guns, which they discharged at the time of iny passing, I 
succeeded in cutting up between 70 and 80, and their loss would have been greater but for the thick 
jungle which favoured their escape. Lam happy in being able to report that all under me did their 
duty. Ido myself the honor to forward Casualty Rulls of Men aud Horses.

On sering the Sepoys he raised his Gun and one of his followers drew his aword, the men 
supposing that he intended apposition, levelled their Mu squets and would have shot him, had he 
not. called out that ho was the Meer, and Captain Travers coming up at the time, ho delivered up 
his sword ta hin. 


I] eonsider that the men showed great forbearance in not firing as they had been much 
exasperat | at the conduct of a Belooch, who only a few minutes before (after the firing was over) 
had Jumped out of a bush and severely wounded Lieut. Lancaster, the Acting Adjutant, in the arm, 
He was, however, immediately afterwards killed by a Sepoy named Kbymla Khan, who most proba- 
bly saved that Officer’s life. 


I beg to forward the Arms taken from the Meer and his followers, viz. 
One English double barrelled Gun. 
One Matchlock, with flint lock, inlaid with gold and silver clasps. 
Two Swords, one with a cilt handle.

The several movements made for some time past for the purpose of sarroanding 


Meer Shere Mahomed, I had the honor to state in my former letters; J havo now the gratification 
to comumicate to your Lordship the reault of those movements. 


On tie 18th Tustant the Ameer finding that Lieat. Coll. Robert’s column was crossing the 
river on the north, and that the troops under my command were marcaing apou him from the south, 
devermined to attack Capt Jacob, whose corps cut him off fram the desert, and was the weakest of 
the three. ‘This resolution he putin execution on the morning of the I4th and was met by that 
excellent Olicer, who overthrew and dispersed his Army, the Amaar flod with ten followers towards 
the river. I delayed this despatch in hopes of being able to inform your Lordship of las capture 
but I fear he las retraced his steps, and in disguise eseapod to the desert. 

I have the honor to enclose to your Lordship,Qapt. Jacob’s despatch of this very brilliant affair. 


‘Lise troops have all returned to their cantonments except Coll. Roberts’ column, which I expect 
in a day or two. 

I regret to say shat a sudden change of the weather to extraordinary heat took place just after 
the troops marched from Hydrabad towards the north, in consequence of which a number of Kuro- 
peans wore struck down, dying ina few hours, It was not owing to the march, for those in the 
fortress suffered in equal proportion. The number that have fallen in this manner is as follows.

‘This terrible loss fell upon us between the 13th and 17th instant. J am afraid that a great 
proportion of these deaths must be attributed in great measure to the rashaess of the individuals 
themsclves in driuking the deleterious spirits of this couutry, the cffects of which spirits become 
deadly, when united to extreme heat. 


Ihave just received a letter from Captain Jacob informing me that he has taken two more gans 


which were abandoned by Shere Mahomed on his march to attack Captain Jacob, ono is a brass gua 


and the other au iron one.

I have the honor to report that I yesterday morning arrived at this place with 


the force under my command. 


During the day [ received information that Meer Shere Mahomed had marched from Hala to a 
Fort by name Oodeyra, some 16 or 17 miles south-east from that place. { have not as yet been able 
to communicate with Col. Roberts, but concladed that this movement of the Mecr’s to tho south- 
ward was caused by the approach uf the force under the Colonel from the north; and that in endeas 
vouring to escape from it, he would inevitably fall into the hands of the troops advancing from 
Hydrabad: wherefore believing this place to be an excellent position for enabling moe to intercept 
the Meer should he attempt to escapo to the eastward, I determined to halt here, 


At about eleven o'clock last night a Brahmin servant of Shere Mahomned’s came to my Camp 
and informed me that the Meer was coming to attack me with his whole force amounting, he said, to 
8,000 or 10,000 men. 


About 3 o'clock this morsing, my pickets perceived the enemy coming on in considerable force, 
and, after sending several parties to reconnoitre, finding that the enemy advanced very slowly, | 
left a Troop and Company to protect my camp, and went out with the rest of the force under my 
command to attack him. As I advanced, the Beloochees formed on the bank of a nullain consider- 
able strength, bot: Norse and Foot, with three Gans, whieh immediately openes onus. ‘The ground 
in front was of the most difficult nature, being rugged in the extreme, and intersected with deep ra- 
vines, Aw soon as I had formed my line and onr Guns commenced firing with some effect, 1 perceiv- 
ed the Beloochees moving off, and on my advancing with the Scinde Horse, they broke, dispersed, 
and fled in every direction, leaving their Guns and several Standards in our hands: from the na- 
ture of the country, covered as it is with jungle and sand billocks, and intersected with canals full of 
water, effective pursuit was impossible, [ive or six of the Beloochees were killed by our Artillery 
fire, and two Horses uf he Ovieds Beeege tae Unwnn hy that af the enemy, 

We have taken five prisoners, from whom, as well as from the Brahmin above mentioned, 2 
learn that Meer Shere Mahomed has fled with ten horsemen back to tho river, and I therefore (f 
am happy to say), have sueceeded in preventing his flight to the Desert, although unsuccessful in 
the attempt to capture his person. 

The undermentioned Sirdars were present with Shere Mahomed’s army.

The number of Beloochees actually present was about 4000, the remainder of Shere Maho- 
med’s army andone Gun were left at Oodeyra, or deserted him on the road. 

The Meer had but four Gunsin all. The three taken are of brass and well equipped. ‘The 
conduct of all Officers and Men under my command has been most steady and excellent throughout, 
but in an action such as that of this morning, there isno room for the display of much Military 
prowess, 

My intention is to remain at this place until I can communicate with Colonel Roberts, or 
until I shall receive other orders from yourself.

nool and Bunganapilly shall 
vestin such Agent to the 
Governor of Fort St, 
George aa shall be appoint- 
ed by the Governor in Council of Fort St. George, and 
shall be exercised by the said Agent with the aid of 
such Assistants as way be appointed by the said 
Governor ia Council.

Tho following Act passed by the Right Hon'ble 
the Governor General of India in Council on the 
22d July 1843, is hereby promulgated for general 
information. 


Act No. Xf. or 1848. 


An Act for regulating the service of Hereditary 
- Officers under the Presidency of Bombay. 


Whereas it bas been found that 
the provisions of Regulation XVI. 
1827 of the Bombay Code, are in- 
sufficient to secure the efficient discharge of the 
duties of Hereditary Officers: 


I. It is hereby enacted, that Sections X VIL. 
and XVIIL. of Regulation XVI. of 1827 of the 
Bombay Code, be rescinded. 


I]. And it is hereby enacted, that all Heredi- 
tary Officers of whatever denomination, belonging 
to, or employed in the management of the Land 
Revenue, or of the Customs or ‘Town Duties, or 
Excise, or other Revenue, or in the Police, or in 
the Civil Administration of the country, shall 
render the usual services of their roapective 
Offices, as far as the same may be required by the 
Collector, or other Officer under whose control 
they may be placed by usage or the orders of Go- 
vernment. 


TH. And it ig hereby enacted, that when the 
duties of au Hereditary Office fall in more than 
one Department, it shall be competent to the 
Governor in Council of Bombay to prescribe what 
Officer shall be vested with the control of such 
Office. 


IV. And itis hereby enacted, that it shall be 
competent to the Collector or other Officer to 
whom the duties of an Hereditary Office are, as 
provided in Clause IJ., to be rendered, when the 
performance of those duties is claimed in rotation 
by different sharers, to require that the sharers in 
the wuttun shall nominate a fit and proper person 
from among their number, who chal) held the 
Office as the Representative of the family either 
during life, or for such term, not being less in 
each instance than (five) 5 years, as the Collector 
or Controlling Officer shall determine with the 
sanction of the Governor in Council, and in the 
event of the sharers not 80 nominating, when 
required one or more of their number within a 

- reasonable period to be fixed by the Collector or 
Controlling Officer, the Collector or Controlling 
Officer shall himself exercige the power of selec- 
tion, subject to the approval af the Governor io 
Council.* 


V. Anditis hereby enacted, that it shall be 
competent to the Collector or Controtling Officer 
to, refuse to confirm the nomination by the sharers 
of any individual, if he shall have reason to'think, 
that from age or personal disqualification the 
duties of the Office will not be properly performed 
by him, or iffrom character and past conduct the 
person nominated be considered unworthy of 
trust, provided that the grounds of' such refusal 
shall be recorgled in writing and that an appeal 
from euch decision shall he to the Governor in 
Council, whose order tbereon shall be final. 


Preamble. 


VI. And it is hereby enacted, that the Collec- 
tor or Controlling Otficer shall have power to 
punish Officiating Hereditary Officers for mis- 
conduct or neglect of duty by suspension from 
office, pay, and emolument, or by fine not exceed- 
ing the computed official emolument of their offices 
for three months, and to levy the said fine in the 
mode authorized for realizing Revenue demands. 


VII. And itis hereby further ‘enacted, that 
the Collector or Controlling Officer, in cases of 
misconduct or fcompetency ou the part of an 
Officiating Hereditary Officer, shall have powor to 
dismisa such Officer from bis employment, but no 
such dismiseal shall take place, except on an iu- 
vestigation recorded in writing, which shall be 
submitted for the approval and sauction of the 
Governor in Council. 


VIII]. And it is hereby enacted, shat, in con- 
ducting the investigation prescribed in the preced- 
ing Section, the Collector or Controlling Officer 
shall have the same authority as a Mugistrate in 
compelling the attendance of partiesand witnesses, 
and the production of papers, and in taking evi- 
dence, 


IX. And it is hereby further enacted, that 
whenever any such Hereditary Officer shal! he 
convicted of fraud or malversation, or of any 
criminal offence in the conduct of the duties of 
the Office by any Seasions Court, it shall be law- 
ful for the said Governor in Council, to direct. the 
confiscation of the wuttan, either wholly or in 
part, and after such confiscation the duties of the 
office shall be performed by such person as the 
Governor in Council shall appoint, and the surplis 
proceeds of the wuttan shall be dispesed of fur 
the benefit of the parties previously entitled there- 
to or otherwise in such manner as the said Go 
vernor in Council may direct. 


X. And it is hereby enacted, that no female 
shall perform in person the dutics of any Heredi- 
tary Office. 


XI. And it ia hereby enacted, that if any He- 
reditary Officer is incapable of personally discharg- 
ing the duties of bis or her office by reason of sex, 
minority, mental or bodily infirmity, or manifest 
incapacity, it shall be lawful for the Collector or 
Controlling Officer to call upon him or her, or his 
or her Guardians to appoint a Deputy, subject to 
his approval, and on the party or parties failing to 
appoint afit Deputy within a reasonable period, 
the appointment shail be made by the said Collec- 
tor or Controlling Officer. 


XII. And itis hereby enacted, -that all Depu- 
ties appointed to perform the duties of Hereditary 
Offices under this Act, and under Section IV. Re- 
gulation V. 1833, of the Bombay Code, shall be 
subject to the same rules and penalties as the 
Principals, and that the wuttun of the office eball 
be liable to confiscation upon the conviction by 
any Seasions Court ofany Deputy appointed by 
the Hereditary Officer in the same manner as it 
would be under the [Xth Section of this Act 
apon. the conviction of the Hereditery Officer 
buneelf. : 


XII. And it is hereby enacted, ‘that nothing 


. contained in thia Act ‘shall be constraed to debar 


the right of any sharer to participate in the rents 
and profits of any Hereditary Office so held aad 
filled a8 above provided, after provision shall bave 
been made therefram for the fit, maintepance of 
the Officiating Hereditary Offcer, for which pur- 
pove ic sbull be competent to the Collector or 
Comtrolling Offer to fix asd assign a specific por-

tion of such rents and emoluments, leaving tho re- 
mainder only, subject to the claima of the other 
sharers-—and further that the portion of the rents 
and emoluments so fixed and assigned shall be the 
official remuneration of the Offictating Hereditary 
Officer, aud shall not be liable to Civil process of 
any Court of Law. 

XIV. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever 
it may be wecessary, as herein before provided, 
that the Collector or Controlling Officer shall ap- 
point a Deputy to conduct the’duties of an Here- 
ditary Office, it shall be lawful for him to assign 
to such Deputy a fit remuneration from the rents 
and profits of the said Office. 

XV. And it is hereby enacted, that the terms

It is hereby enacted, that the said Act is repeal- 
ed, except in so far as it repeals all provisions con- 
tained in any Regulation or Regulations of the 
Bengal, Madras, or Bombay Codes, touching the 
knowledge or notice had by parties to registered 
conveyances and other instruments affecting titles 
to land and other interests therein of the existence 
of unregistered conveyances or other instruments 
affecting such titles or other interests therein. 


II. And it is enacted, that from the Firat day of 
May last past, every deed of sale or gift of lands, 
houses or other real property, a memorial of 
which has been or shall be duly registered accord- 
ing to law, shall, provided its authenticity be 
established to the satisfaction of the Court, inva- 
lidate any other deed of sale or gift for the same 
property which may not have been registered, and 
whether such second or other deed shall have been 
executed prior or subsequent to the registered 
deed- and that from the said day every deed of 


; Mortgage on land, houses and other real property 


as well as certificates uf the discharge of such in- 
cumbrances, a memorial of which has been or shall 
be duly registered according to law, and provided 
its authenticity be established to the satisfaction 
of the Court, shatl be satisfied in preference to any 
other mortgage on the same property which may 
not have been regiatered, and whether such second 
or other inortyage shall have been executed prior 
or subsequent to the registered mortgage, any 


or certificate alleged to be had by any party to 
such registered deed or certificate notwithstand- 
ing. Provided always that nothing in this Section 
contained shall be construed to extend to any 
deed or certificate made before the said }'iret day 
of May last past. 


III. And it is bereby declared and enacted, 
that no conveyance or other instrument affecting 
title to land, or any interest in the same whether 
made before or after the said First day of May last 
past, other than such deeds or certificates ag 
aforesaid, ure or shall be in any respet void for 
want of registration any Act, Regulation or law 
to the covtrary notwithstanding.

The following Act passed by the Right Hon’ble 
the Governor General of India in Couucil on the 
22d July 1848, is hereby promulgated for general 
information. 

Acr No. XI. or 1843, 
An Att for regulating the service af Hereditary 
Officers under the Presidency of Bombay. 


Whereas it has been found that 
the provisions of Regulation XVI. 
1827 of the Bombay Code, are in- 
sufficient to secure the efficient discharge of the 
duties of Hereditary Officers: 


Preamble, 


I. It is hereby enacted, that Sections X VIL. 
and XVIIL. of Regulation XVI. of 1827 of the 
Bombay Code, be rescinded. 


1]. And it is hereby enacted, that all Heredi- 
tary Officers of whatever denomination, belonging 
to, or employed in the management of the Land 

tevenue, or of the Customs or Town Duties, or 

Excise, or other Revenue, or in the Police, or in 
the Civil Administration of the country, shall 
render the usual services of their respective 
Offices, as far as the same may he required by the 
Collector, or other Officer under whose control 
they may be placed by usage or the orders of Go- 
vernment. 


I. And it is hereby enacted, that when the 
duties of an Hereditary Office fall in more than 
one Department, it shall be competent to the 
Governor in Council of Bombay to prescribe what 
Officer shall be vested with the control of such 
Office, 


1V. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
competent to the Collector or other Officer to 
whom the duties of an Hereditary Office are, as 
provided in Clause If, to be rendered, when the 
performance of those duties is claimed in rotation 
by different sharers, to require that the sharers in 
the wuttun shall nominate a fit and proper person 
from among their number, who shall hold the 
Office as the Representative of the iamily either 
during life, or for such term, not being Iess im 
each instance than (five) 5 years, as the Collector 
or Controlling Officer shall determine with the 
sanction of the Governor in Council, and in the 
event of the sharers not so nominating, when 
required oue or more of their number within a 
reasonable period to be fixed by the Collector or 
Controlling Officer, the Collector or Controlling 
Officer shall himself exercise the power of selec- 
tion, subject to the approval of the Governor in 
Council. 


V. And itis hereby enacted, that it shall be 
competent to the Collector or Controlling Officer 
to refuse to confirm the nomination by the sharers 
of any individual, if he shall have reagon to think, 
that from age or personal disqualification the 
duties of the Office will not be properly performed 
by him, or if from character and past conduct the 
person nominated be considered unworthy of 
trust, provided that the grounds of such refusal 
shall be recorded in writing and that an appeal 
from such decision shall“ lie. to. the Governor in 
Council, whose order thereon shall be final, 


VI. And it is hereby enacted, that the Collec- 
tor or Controlling Officor shall have power to 
punish Officiating Hereditary Officers for mis- 
conduct or neglect of duty by suspension from 
office, pay, and emolument, or by fine not exceed- 
ing the computed official emolument of their offices 
for three months, and to levy the said fine in the 
mode authorized for realizing Revenue demands. 

VII. Andit is hereby further enacted, that 
the Collector or Controlling Officer, in cases of 
misconduct or incompeteacy on the part of an 
Officiating Hereditary Officer, shall have power to 





dismiss such Officer from his employment, but no 
such dismissal stall take place, except on an in- 
vestigation recorded in writing, which shall be 
submitted for the approval and sanction of the 
Governor in Council. 


VITI. And it is hereby enacted, sthat, in con- 
ducting the investigation prescribed in the preced- 
ing Section, the Collector or Controlling Officer 
shall have the same authority as a Magistrate in 
compelling the attendance of partics and witnesses, 
and the production of papers, and in taking evi- 
dence. 

IX. And it is hereby further enacted, that 
whenever any such Hereditary Officer shall be 
convicted of fraud or malversation, or of any 
criminal offence in the conduct of the daties of 
the Office by any Sessions Court, it shall be law- 
ful for the said Governor in Council, to direct the 
confiscation of the wuttun, either wholly or in 
part, and after such confiscation the duties of the 
office shall be performed by such person as the 
Governor in Council shall appoint, and the surplus 
proceads of the wattun ehall he disposed of: for 
the benefit of the pafties previously entitled there- 
to or otherwise in sisi meunuer as the said Go- 
vernor in Council way direct. 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that no female 
shall perforin im person the duties of any Heredi- 
tary Office. 


XI. And it is hereby enacted, that if any He- 
reditary Offer is incapable of personally discharg~ 
ing the duties of nis or her office by reason of sex, 
minority, mental or bodily isfirmity, or manifest 
incapacity, it shall be Jawful for the Colleetor or 
Controllisg Officer to call upon lic or her, or his 
or her Guaidians to appuirt a Deputy subject to 
his approval, aud on the party or parties failing to 
appoint afit Deputy within a reasonabie period, 
the appointment shail be made by the said Collec- 
tor or Controlling Officer. 


XIL And itis hereby enacted, that all Depu- 
ties appointed tu perform the duties of Hereditary 
Offices under this Act, and under Section lV. Re- 
gulation V. 1833, of the Bombay Code, shall be 
subject to the same rules and penalties as the 
Principals, and that the wuttun of the office shall 
be liable to confiscation upon the conviction by 
any Sessions Court of any Deputy appointed by 
the Hereditary Officer in the same manner. aa it 
would be under the 1Xth Section of this Act 
upon the conviction of the Hereditary Officer 
himeelf. 


XIE And it is hereby enacted, that nothing 
contained in this Act shall be construed to debar 
the right of any sharer to participate in the rents 
and profite of any Hereditary Office so held aed 
filled as above provided, after provision shall have 
been made therefrom for the. fit maintenance of 

‘the Officiating Hereditary Officer, for which pur- 
1 pose it shall be competent to the Collector or 
» Controlling Officer to fiz and assign a specific pore

tion of such rents and emoluments, leaving the re- 
mainder only, subject to the claims of the other 
sharers—and further that the portion of the rents 
and emoluments so fixed and assigned shall be the 
official remuneration of the Officiating Hereditary 
Officer, and skall not be liable to Civil process of 
any Court of Law. 

XIV. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever 
it may be necessary, as herein before provided, 
that the Collector or Controlling Officer shall ap- 
point a Deputy to conduct the duties of an Here- 
ditary Office, it shall be lawful for him to assign 
to such Deputy 2 fit remuneration fromm the rents 
and profits of the said Otlice. 

XV. And it is hereby enacted, that the terms 
“ Hereditary District or Village Office or Officers” 
or “ Hereditary District or Village Revenue Office 
wt Officers” used in Regulation XVI. 1827 and 
Regulation V. 1833, of the Bombay Code, shall 
be held to apply to all descriptions of Hereditary 
Offices and Officers.

The following Draft of a proposed Act was read

An Act concerning the time at which and the lane 
guage in which the decisions of the Judges in the 
Courts of the Bast India Company are to be 
writen. 


Whereas it is expedient, that tho decisions of 
Courts of Justice and the reasvus for the deci- 
sion should he written and sigued by the Judge at 
the time of pronouncing his decieion, and in the 
vernacular language of the Judge ;— 


I, It is hereby enacted, that in all the Presi- 
dencies so much of all Decrees as consists of the 
points to be decided, the decision thereon and the 
reasons for the decision, and all injunctions for the 
revision of Decrees in regular suits, and all orders 
for Reviews of Judgment, which shall’ be passed 
by Judges of the Sudder Courts, or by Judges of 
Zillah and City Courts, or by Subordinate or 
Assistant Judges of Zillahs, shall be written origi- 
mally in English, and signed by the Judge or 
Judges at the time of pronouncing such decision 
and orders; and shall be tranulated into the yer- 
nacular language, commonly used in the Court 
wherein the suit to which the Decree or Order 
relates, shall bave begn iostituted; andthe trans- 
lation shall be ingorporated in the Decree. . 

II. Provided ‘that nothing. in this Act: con- 
tained shall be construed to repeal or affect: any 
Regulatiow of the Cedes of the Presidencies of 
Fort St. George and Bombay, by which tts De 
crees of the Sudder Courts are required to be writ- 
ten in English, nor to repeal or -auy Regala- 
tion of the Code of the Presidency of Fort St 


George, by which the Decrees of the Provincial 
and Zillah Courts, and the A. uniliqry Courts wader 
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Assistant Jndges, and the orders of the Sudder 
Court and Provincial Courts on Petitions present- 
ed to them, are required to be written in English. 


INI. Aud whereas it is expedient, that except- 
ing as regards the language to be used, Principal 
Sudder Ameena, Sudder Ameens and Moonsiffs 
should be guided by the same rules as are herein- 
before provided for the guidance of the Superior 
Judges ;— 

It is hereby enacted, that in all the Presiden- 
cies so much of all Decrees as consists of the 
points to be decided, the decision thereon and the 
reason for the decision, which shall be passed by 
Principal Sudder Ameens, Sudder Ameens or 
Meonsiffs, shall be written originally in the verna- 
cular language of auch Principal Sudder Amcen, 
Sudder Ameen or Moonsiff, and signed by such 
Principal Sudder Ameen, Sudder Ameen or Moon- 
siff at the time of pronouncing such decision and 
(in case euch vernacular language shall not be the 
same as the vernacular language commonly used in 
the Court wherein the suit to which the Decree re- 
lates, shall have been instituted,) shall be tyans- 
lated into such last mentioned vernacular language, 
and the translation shall be incorporated in the 
Decree.

An Act Jor regulating inguirics into the truth of 
matters implicating the public conduct of Officers 
not removeable without the sinction of Government 
within the Presidency of Fort St. George in 
Madras. 


Whereas itis expedient to amend the provi- 
sions contaiued in the Regulations concerning in- 
yuiries into the truth of matters implicating the 
public conduct of European Officers, and to extend 
the same to all Officers not removeable without 
the sanction of Government : 


I. Itis hereby enacted, that Regulations II]. 
of 1809, IL. of 1510, Vi.of Isls, and VIIL. of 
1822, of the Madras Cade, be repealed. 


il. And it is bereby enacted, that in the Ter 
ritories subject to the Presidency of Fort St. 
George in Madras, whenever either the Courts of 
Sudr and Foujdaree Adawlut, or the Board of 
Revenue, shail be of opinion that substantial 
grounds exist for making a regular and formal in- 
quiry into the truth of any imputation of official 
misconduct affecting any Officer subject to their 
control respectively, aud not removeable without 
sho sanction of Government, they shall submit the 

enta-on which their opinion may be found 
together with a atatement of the charges reduce 
to distinct artivies which they may propose to be 
tnade the subject of a regular investigation, to the 
Governor in Council of Fort St. George, for his 
eongideration and orders,

Ill. And it is hereby enacted, that anv charge 
or information, of the description aturesatd, may 
be preferred direct to the Courts of ude and 
Foujdaree Adawlut, or to the Board uf Kevenue, 
respectively, who shall examine the complainary 
or informant circumstantially upon oath, or upon 
solemn affirmation if he be entitled to be exempted 
from taking an oath, and require the party accused 
to explain or reply to any mattera they may deem 
to need explanation and mako such farther in- 
quiries, upon oath or affirmation upon the subject 
as they may judge proper. 

TV. And it ia hereby enacted, that any charge 
or information may also be made before any Judge, 
Magistrate, or Collector, for any acts of the descrip- 
tion beforementioned committed within their juris- 
the 
complainant or informant circumstantially upon 
oath, or upon solemn affirmation if he be entitled 
to he exempted from taking an oath, and shall 
transinit the deposition so taken to the Sudr and 
Foujdaree Adawlat, or to the Board of Revenue, 
according as the person accused may be aubject to 
those Anthorities respectively. 


V. And it is hereby provided, that it shall not 
he lawful for the Courts of Sudr and Foujdaree 
Adawlut, or the said Board, respectively, to act 
upon any such charge or information, unless the 
person preferring the same shall make oath, or 
solemn affirmation in case he be entitled to be 
exempted from taking an oath, that he believes 
the facts on which the charge is grounded to 
be true. 


VI. And it is hereby provided, that it shall 
be Jawful for the Courts of Sudr and Foujdaree 
Adawlut, and for the said Board, respectively, 
to digmiss any such charge or information, where 
they do not see any substantial reason for enter- 
ing further into the inquiry, Provided, that on 
every occasion when they shall dismiss any 
such charge or information, they shal! submit the 
same, together withall the cireumstances of the 
case, in hke manner as is provided in Section I. 
of this Act. 


VH. And it is hereby provided, that the said 
Courts of Sudr and Foujdaree Adawlut, and the 
said Board, respectively, may, at any stage of the 
inquiry into such matters as aforesaid, require the 
person preferring such charge or information as 
aforesaid to furnish such security as may be deem- 
ed reasonable that he will attend and prosecute 
the charge to aconclusion, and in the event of 
security being so required all proceedings ehall 
be stayed until the same shall be furnished accord- 
ingly. ; 

VIII. And it is hereby provided, neverthgless, 
that if any matter of the nature aforesaid, affecting 
such Officer as is mentioned inthe seeond Section 
of this Act, shall appear in the course of auy pru- 
ceedings, whether preliminary or otherwise, which 
shali come before or be reported to either of the 
Courts of Sudr and Foujdaree Adawint, or the 
said Board, respectively, those authorities shall 
act upon auch matter, or institute such inquiry 
upon oath or affirination as aforesaid, into the 
same as they shall deem proper for the purpose 
of such reference as aforesaid to the Governor in 
Council of Fort St. George, although ne charge 
or information be preferred as aforesaid: and in 
such cases it shall nut be necessary before acting 
upon or instituting any inquiry concerning any 
matter so appearing in the course of proceedings, 
to require any oath or affirmation in regard to the 
trnth of auch matter. mo 
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IX. And it is hereby enacted, that ifthe Go- 
vernor in Council of Fort St. George, upon such 
reference as is mentioned in the second Seetion of 
this Act, shall concur with the Authority by which 
it may be submitted, or if such Governor in Coun- 
cil shal}, from information of the description afore- 
said that may be laid before him in respect of any 
Officer not direetly subject to the Courts or Board 
above named, deem it necessary to institute pro- 
ceedings against any such Officer, he shall appoint 
a Commissioner or Commissioners for making 
a regular and formal inquiry into the truth of the 
matters referred. 


X. And it is hereby enacted, that on the ap- 
pointinent of every such Commission, the said 
Governor in Council shall direct whether the Comn- 
mission shall be placed under the control of any 
of the Authorities aforesaid, or shall act immediately 
under the authority of Government, and all Com- 
missions appointed as aforesaid shall be guided by 
the instructions which they may receive in this 
behalf from the Government. 


XI. And itis hereby enacted, that the Com- 
missioner or Commissioners appointed as afore- 
said, before entering on the .discharge of his or 
their dutics, shall take the following oath : 


I, A. B., Commissioner for the purpose of 
{here state the object of the Commission) do 
solemnly swear that [ will faithfully and impar- 
tially perform the duty committed to me without 
fear, favor, or hias, to the best of my ability, know- 
ledge, and judgment ; so help me God. 


XII. And itis hereby enacted, that whenever 
a charge shall be referred for investigation to a 
Special Commission, the said Governor in Council 
will determine whether the conduct of the prose- 
cution shall be left to the accuser, or be under- 
taken on the part of Government. In the 
Jatter case, the said Governor in Council will 
nominate such person or persons as may be deem- 
ed proper, to conduct the prosecution on behalf 
of Government. 


NUL Aud itis hereby enacted, that it shall 
be the duty of Commissioners appointed under 
this Act, after receiving the plaint or charge, 
and the documents fram which the same 
may have been prepared, to call upon the person 
accused for his reply to the accusation; to examine 
upon oath, or under a solemn declaretion, the wit- 
nesses named by the accuser or the accused; to 
receive any further written documents offered in 
support of, or against the accusation; and to call 
for and take any further requisite evidence which 
may be indicated by the witnesses adduced or do- 
cuments exhibited by either party, and may appear 
to be necessary for the ascertainment of facts, or 
the discovery of the truth or falsehood of the 
charges or of any part thereof. 


XIV. Anditis hereby enacted, that for the 
discharge of the duties specified in the preceding 
Section, or any other funetions which may be de- 
legated to a Commission under this Act such 
Commission shall be vested with the same powers 
as are exercised by the Zillah Courts, except 
that all process to cause the attendance of 
witnesses, or other compulsory process, shall be 
served through the Zillah Judge in whose jurisdic- 
tion the Commission may be held, and executed by 
the Zillah Judge in whose jurisdiction the witness 
or other person upon whom the process is tobe 
served may reside.

sion should be written and signed by the Judge at 
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the time of pronouncing his decision, and in the 
vernacular language of the Judge ;— 

I. ft is hereby enacted, that in all the Prosi- 
dencies so much of all Decrees as consists of the 
points to be decided, the decision thereon and the 
reasons for the decision, and all injunctions for the 
sevision of Decrees in regular suits, and all orders 
for Reviews of Judgment, which shall be passed 
bv Judges of the Sudder Courts, or by Judges of 
Zillah and City Courts, or by Subordinute or 
Assistant Judges of Zillahs, shall be written origi- 
nally in English, and signed by the Judge or 
Judges at the time of pronouncing such decision 
and orders; and shall be translated into the ver- 
nacular language, commonly used in the Court 
wherein the suit to which the Decree or Order 
relates, shall have been instituted; and the trans- 
lation shall be incorporated in the Decree.

quiries into the truth of matters implicating the 
public conduct of European Offices, and to extend 
the same to all Officcrs not removeable without 
the sanction of Government: 


I. Itis hereby enacted, that Regulations IJ. 
of 1809, IL. of 1810, Vieof 1st8, and VIL of 
1822, of the Madras Code, be repealed, 


IL. And-it is hereby enacted, that in the Ter- 
ritories subject to the Presidency of Fort St 
George in Madras, whenever vither the Courts of 
Sudr and Foujdaree Adawlat, or the Gourd of 
Revenue, shall be of opinion that substantial 
grounds exist for making a regular aud formal in- 
quiry into the truth of any imputation of official 
misconduct affecting any Officer subject to their 
control respectively, and not removeable without

And it is hereby provided, that the Go- 
vernor in Council -on consideration of the report 
and proceedings eubmitted to him in pursuanco of 
Sections XVI. and XVIII. of this Act, will pass 
such decision on the case as may appear to him 
most consonant to the principles of justice and 
congistent with the powers possessed by Govern- 
ment in matters of this description; and in the 
event of his deeming it necessary that the party 
accused should be brought to trial by a public pro- 
secution before a competent Court of Law, will 
issue the necessary instructions for that purpose to 
the Law Officers of Government. But whatever

The following Extract from the Proceedings of 
the Right Hon’ble the Governor General of India 
in Council, in the Legislative Department, is pub- 
lished for general information : 


Read again the Draft Act for regulating the 
levy of Customs Duties, and the Manufacture of 
Salt in the North Western Provinces of the 
Presidency of Bengal. 


By this Act will be abolished 
the Duties on 121 Articles, in- 
cluding Piece Goode, and all Embroidered Goods, 
Tron, Silk, Shawls, Indigo, Tobacco, Oil and Oil 
Seeds. Of the Duties tu he abolished, those on 48 
Articles produced, on an average of the three vears 
ending in 1841-42, an aggregate receipt of only 
1,500 Rupees. 

The additional duty to be imposed by the Act 
on the Import of Salt into the North Western 
Provinces, will only raise the duty generally to 
two-thirds of the amount of that already levied in 
Bengal, and to the Eastward of Allahabad to the 
level of the Bengal duty. 


The additional powers given to the Customs 
Department and the increased strength which will 
be given to the Customs Establishment will, it is 
to be hoped, prevent any increase of Smuggling 
on the North West Frontier, and it may be ex- 
pected that the result of a measure which gives 
almost entire freedom to internal™Trade, will be'a 
considerable increase of the Revenue.

Il. And it is further enacted, that from and 
after the day abovementioned, the following and 
no other Duties of Customs shall be leviable upon 
the Import and Export of Articles into and from 

*the North Western Provinces of the Presidency 
of Bengal, that is to say: 


On the Import of Salt, of all descriptions, two 
Rupees per maund, and a further duty of one 
Rupee per maund on the transmission thereof to 
the Eastward of Allahabad. 


On the Import of Cotton, uncleaned, four Annas 
per maund, cleaned eight Annas per maund. 


On the Export of Misree, Kund, Chenee and all 
clayed and refined Sugar, eight Annas per maund, 
Goor, Rab, Sheerah, and all unclayed and unre- 
fined Saccharine produce, three Annas per maund. 

The Import of Sugar into any part of the said 
Provinces, is, and shall remain, prohibited. 


Il]. And it is further enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the Government of the said Provinces 
from time to time to make and issue such orders 
as may be deemed expedicot fur the colleciion of 
the aforesaid Duties in such manner, and upon 
such line or lines, and at such places on or near 
such line or lines as may seem fit, and all such 
orders shall have the same force as if they formed 
a part of this Act from the date notified in the 
Gazette, wherein they shall be published. 


IV. And itis further enacted, that from and 
after the First day of September 1843, the manu- 
facture of alimentary Salt throughout the North 
Western Provinces of the Presidency of Beugal, 
without the express sanction of the Government, 
is prohibited ; and that any person engaging in the 
manufacture of such Salt, or preparing or causing 
to be prepared works for the manufacture of such 
Salt, without such sanction, and all Zemindars or 
other proprietors of land, or their Agents, con- 
niving at such illicit manufacture, shall on convic- 
tion by the Magistrate, within the limits of whose 
District the offence may have occurred, be punish- 
ed by a fine not exveeding 500 Rupees, and on 
non-payment of such fine, by imprisonment not 
exceeding six months with or without hard labor, 
and that all works at which’ such manufacture 
shall have been conducted, or which are designed 
for such manufacture shall be destroyed, and any 
Salt which may be manufactured or stored thereat, 
shall be seized and confiscated.

VI. {tis further enacted, that all Sugar im- 
ported into the said Provinces, and all Articles 
imported or exported without payment of the 
duties imposed by this Act, or-in contravention of 
the orders which may ba made aad issued under 
the provisions thereof, and all. Boats, Carriages 
and Conveyances, and all animale used in tranaport- 
ing the same, shall be liable to be seized and. cou- 


- figpated in the manger hereinafter mentioned, . 
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VII. And it is further enacted, that all per- 
acme evading or attempting to evade the payment 
of tine Gatt-s Imposed by this Act, and all persons 
aiding or abetting such attempts or evasiona, or in 
any manner acting-in contravention of this Act, or 
al any order tuade and issued under the provisions 
thereof. andaid Zemindars and other Proprietors 
of laud, or their Agents, who shal! wilfully connive 
al such attemp's or evasions or aid such acts, 
shall on conviction by the Magistrate within, the 
limits of whose Districs the offence may bave oe- 
curred, be punished by a fine not exceeding 500

VIII. And itis further enacted, that it shall 
Le lawful for all Officers of the Customs Depart- 
nient to search any carriages and conveyances, 
and any packages upon reasonable grounda of sus- 
picion that such carriages, conveyances or 
packages, contain any artieles made subject to 
duty, or prohibited to be imported by thi Act, 
and to detain all such articles as may be liable to 
corfiseation under the provisions thereof. 


IX. And it ishereby enacted, that whenever 
any articles er goods shall be seized or detained 
under the provisions of this Act the Collector or 
Deputy Collector of Land Revenue or Customs, 
within whose juriediction such seizure or detention 
shall occur, shall, with all practicable expedition, 
report the case for the determination of the Com- 
missioner of Revenue, and it shall be Jawfal for 
such Comfmissioner to declare such articles or 
goods to he cunfiseated, or to impose such lesser 
penalty in lieu thereof az to him may seem fit.

First.— That all Letters and Newspapers, ex- 
cept Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Letters, intended for 
transmission by the Overland Mails, and except 
those specially marked via “ Falmouth,” will be 
sent through Trance, and thus be subject to the 
heavier rate of postage . 


Second.—-Letters and Newspapers addressed to 
France as well as those to other foreign countries 
with which France is the channel of communica- 
tion (if the latter are expressly directed to he so 
sent) will be made up in Packets and sent to the 
French Post Master at Marseilles; but Letters 
for Forgign Countries, other than France, if not 
specially directed to France, will be included in 
the Packets fur England. Letters, &e. for places 
lying between Bombay and Margeillea, will be 
despatched in separate Packets. 


Third.— Letters for the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain, weighing less than a quarter of an 
ounce, and passing through Frauce, are charged 
single postage, which by that route amounts to 
2s.

‘The following Act, passed by the Right Hon'ble 
the Governor Geueral of India in Council, on the 
20th July 1843, is hercby promulgated for general 
information, 


Acr No, XTIL or 1843. 


An Act for regulating inquiries into the truth of 
matters implicating the public conduct af Officers 
not removeable without the sanction of Government 
within the Presidency of Fort St. George in 
Madras. 


Whereas itis expedient to amend the provi- - 


sions contained in the Regulations coucerning iu- 
quities into the truth of matters implicating the 
public conduct of uropean Officers, and to extend 
the same to all Officers not removeable without 
the sanction of Government: 


1. Itis hereby enacted, that Regulations III. 
of 1809, IE of 188, VI. of 1818, and VIII. of 
1822, of the Madras Code, be repealed, 


II. And it is hereby enacted, that in the Ter- 


ritories subject to the Presidency of Fort St. - 


George in Madras, whenever either the Courts of 
Sudr and .Foujdaree Adawlut, or the Board of 
Revenue, .shall be of opinion that substantial 
grounds exist for making a regular and formal in- 
quiry into the trath of any imputation of official 
misconduet affecting any Officer subject to their 
control respectively, and not removeable without 
the sanction of Government, they sball submit the 
documents on which their opinion may be founded, 


together with a statement of the charges reduced 
to distinct articles which they may propose to be 
made the subject of a regular investigation, to the. 
Governor in Council of Fort St. George, for his 
consideration aud orders. 


11k. And it is hereby enacted, that any charge 
or information, of the description aforesaid, may 
be preferred cirect to the Courts.of Sudr and 
Foujdaree’ Adawiut, or to the Board of Revenue, 
respectively, who shall examine the complainant 
or informant ciresnstantially upon oath, or upon 
solemn affirmat'.i: 1 he be entitled to be exempted 
from taking i) © th. and require the party accused 
to expisin or re oly to any matters they may deem 
to necd csplaiation and make such further in- 
quiries, upon oath or affirmation upon the subject 
as they may judge proper. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that any charge 
or information may also be made before any Judge, 
Magistrate, or Collector, for any acts of the deserip- 
tion beforementioned committed within their juris- 
diction, respeetively, who shall examine the 
complainant or informant circumstantially upon 
oath, or npon solemn affirmation if he be entitled 
to be exempted froin taking an oath, and shall 
transmit the deposition so taken to the Sudr and 
Woujdaree Adawlut, or to the Board of Revenue, 
according as the person agcused may be subject to 
those Authorities respectively. 

V. And it is hereby provided, that it shall not 
be lawful for the Courts of Sudr and Foujdaree 
Adawlut, or the said Board, respectively, to act 
upon any such charge or information, unless the 
person preferring the same shall make oath, or 
solemn affirmation in case ho be entitled to be 
exempted from taking an oath, that he believes 
the facts on which the charge is grounded to 
be true, 


VI. And it is hereby provided, that it shall 
be lawful for the Courts of Sudr and Foujdaree 
Adawlut, and for the said Board, respectively, 
to dismiss any such charge or information, where 
they do not see any substantial reason for enter- 
ing further into the inquiry, Provided, that on 
every occasion when they shall dismiss any 
such charge or information, they shall submit the 
same, together withall the circumstances of the 
case, in hike manner as iy provided in Section II. 
of this Act. 


VII. And it is hereby provided, that the said 
Courts of Sudr and Muujdaree Adawlut, and the 
said Board, respectively, may, at any stage of the 
inquiry intosuch matters as aforesaid, require the 
person preferring such charge or information as 
aforesaid to furnish such security as may be deem- 
ed reasonable that he will attend and prosecute 
the charge to a conclusion, and in the event of 
security being so required all proceedings shall 
be stayed until the same shall be furnished accord- 
ingly. ; : 

VIIL. Andit is hereby provided, nevertheless, 
that if any matter of the nature aforesaid, affecting 
such Officer as is mentioned in the second Section 
of this Act, shall appear in the course of any pro- 
ceedings, whether preliminary or otherwise, which 
shall come before or be reported to either of the 
Courte of Sudr and Foujdaree Adawlut, or the 
said Board, respectively, those, authorities sHall

upon oath or affirmation as aforesaid, into the 
same as they shall deem proper for the purpose

1X. And it is here!:y enacted, that if the Go- 
vernor in Council of Fort St. George, upon such 
reference as is meationed in the eccond Section of 
this Act, shall concur with the Authority by which 
it may be submitted, or if such Governor in Coun- 
cil shall, from information of the description ‘afore- 
said that may be laid before him in respect of any 
Officer not directly subject. to the Courts or Board 
above named, deem it necessary to institute pro- 
ceedings against any such Officet, he shall appoint 
a Comiuissioner or Commissioners for making 
a regular and formal inquiry into the truth of the 
matters referred. 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that on the ap- 
pointment of every such Commission, the said 
Governor in Council shall direct whether the Com- 
mission shall be placed under the control of any 
of the Authorities aforesaid, or shall act immediately 
under the authority of Government, and all Com- 
missions appointed as aforesaid shall be guided hy 
the instructions which they may receive in this 
behalf from the Government. 


XJ. And itis hereby enacted, that the Com- 
missioner or Commissioners appointed as afore- 
said, before entering on the discharge of his or 
their duties, shall take the following vath : 


I, A. B., Commissioner for ‘the purpose of 
(here state the object of the Commission) do 
solemnl? swear that | will faithfully and impar- 
tially perforia the duty commitled to me .without 
icar, favor, or bias, to the best of my ability, know- 
ledge, and judgment ; so help me Ged. 


X11. And itis herehy enacted, that whenever 
a charge shall be referred for investigation to a 
Speciai Commission, the said Governor in Council 
will determine whether the conduct of the prose- 
cution shall be left to the accuser, or be under- 
taken on the part of Government. In the 
latter case, the said Governor in Council will 
homimate such person or persons as may be deem- 
ed proper, to conduct the prosecution on behalf 
of Goverament. 


XIE Ard itis hereby enacted, that it shall 
be the duty of Commissioners appointed under 
this Act, after receiving the plaint or charge, 
and the documents from which tbe saing 
may have been prepared, to call upon the person 
accused for bis reply to the accusation ; tu examine 
upon oath, or under a so.emn declaration, the wit- 
nesses named by the accuser or the arsed; to 
receive any further written documents offered in 
support of, or against the accusation; and to call 
ot aid take any further requisite evidence which 
may be indicated by the. witncases adduced or do- 
cuments exhibited by either party, and may .ppear 
to be necessary for the ascertainment of fats, or 
the discovery of the truth or falsehood of the 
charges or of apy part thereof. 


XIV. Anditis hereby enacted, that for the 
discharge of the duties specified in the preceding 
Section, gr any other functions which may be de- 
legated to a+ Commidin under this Act such 
Commision shall be vésted with the sam. pov srs 
a8 are exercised: by the Zillah Courts, except 
that all process to cause the lendance of 
Witnesses, or other compulsory process, shall be 
terved through the Zillah Judge in whose jurisdic- 
tion the Commission may be held. and executed bv 


the Zillah Judge in whose jurisdiction the witness 
or other person upon whom the process is to be 
served may reside, 


XV. And it is hereby enacted, that on ths 
close of the evidence for the prosecution and 
defence, the acensed shall be at liberty to record 
any observation upon the result of the inquiry 
which he may think necessary for the vindication 
of his conduct and character. ‘The accuser, or the 
person appointed to conduct the prosecution on 
the part of Government, shall also be at liberty to 
record any remarks ou the subject of the prosecue 
tion which he may deem requisite. 


XVI. And itis hereby enacted, that as soon 
after the conclusion of the proceedings as circum- 
stances shall permit, the Commissioner or Com- 
inissioners shall, when the Commission shall be 
instructed to aet immediately under the authority 
of Government, submit directly to the Govern- 
ment to which he or they may be subordinate, and 
in other cases to the Controlling Court or Board, 
the proceedings under the Coumnission, accom. 
panied by translations of papers notin the Eny- 
lish language, together with a summary of tho 
pleadings and evidence, and his or their opinion of 
the ments of the case. 


AVIT. And it is hereby provided, that it shal) 
be lawful for the said Governor in Council, or the 
Controlling Court or Board, upon consideration of 
the report of any such Commission aa aforesaid, to 
direct the Commissioner or Commissioners to 
take further evidence. or to give further explana- 
tion of his or their opinion or opinions connected 
with the case investigated, and the Commissioner 
or Commissioners are authorized and required to 
take such further evidence, and to give such fur- 
ther explanation. 


XVITL And it is hereby enacted, that the 
Sudr and Foujdaree Adawlut, o: the Board to 
which any report of a Commissioner or Commin- 
gioners may be submitted as aforesaid after duc 
consideration of the same, and after obtaining such 
further evidence or explanations as they may re- 
quire, shall submit the whole of the proceedings 
and documents received by them to the Govern- 
ment, together with their opinion whether any 
and what charges have been established against 
the accused. 


XIX. And itis hereby provided, that when- 
ever a Special Commission may bé appointed 
under the Provisions uf this Act, the said Gover- 
nor in Council will determine, ona view of the 
nature and circumstances of the case, whether tho 
accused Officer shall be suspended from the dis- 
charge of the functions of his office; and if go, 
whether he shali be permitted to draw the estab- 
lished allowances of his office, or otherwise. 

XX. And it is hereby provided, that the Go- 
vernor in Council on consideratioggof the report 
and proceedings submitted to him ig: pursuance of 
Sections XVI. and NVUTL. of this Act, will prss 
euch decision on the’ case as may appear fo fisn 
most consonant to the principles of justice and 
consistent with the powers possessed by Govern- 
ment in matters of this description; and in the 
event of his deeming it necessary that the party 
accuse should be brought to trial by a public pro- 
gecution before a competent Court of Law, will 
igguc the necessary instructions for that purpose to 
the Law Officers of Governinent. tut «uy itever 
proceedings may be held, or whatever decigiog or 
order may be passed by Goveranms, iydiyictds 
dgemiog themeelves aggrevrs by Bust.

The following Extract from the Proceedings of 
the Right Hon’ble the Governor General of India 


in Council, inthe Legislative Department, is pub- 
lished for general information : 


Read again the Draft Act for regulating the 
levy of Customs Duties, and the Manufacture of 
Salt in the North Western Provinces of the 
Presidency of Bengal. 


Resolution By this Act will be abolished 
° the Duties on 121 Articles, in- 
cluding Piece Goods, and all Embroidered Goods, 
Iron, Silk, Shawls, Indigo, Tobacco, Oi} and Oil 
Seeds. Of the Duties to be abolished, those on 43 
Articles produced, on at average of the three years 
ehding in 1841-42, an aggregate receipt of only 
1,500 Rupees. 


The additional duty to be imposed by the Act 
on the Import of Salt into the North Western 
Provinces, will only raise the duty generally to 
two-thirds of the amount of that already levied in 
Bengul, and to the Kastward of Allahabad to the 
level of the Bengal duty. 


The additional powers given to the Customs 
Department and the increased strength which will 
be given to the Customs [Establishment will, it is 
to be hoped, prevent any iucrease of Smuggling 
on the North West T'rontier, and it may be ex- 
pected that the result of a. measure which gives 
almost entire freedom to internal Trade, will be a 
considerable increase of the Revenue. 


Resolved accordingly, that the Act in question 
be passed. 


Act No. XIV. oF 1843. 


An Act for regulating the levy of Customs Duties 
and the manufacture of Sait in the North Western 
Provinces of the Presidency of Bengal. 


I. Itis hereby enacted, that Regulation XVI. 
1829, Act 11. 1838, and so much of Regulation 
1X. 1810, and of any other Regulation and Act, 
as affects the Collection of Customs Duties or the 
Manufacture of Salt in the North Western Pro- 
vinces of the Presidency of Bengal, shall be re- 
pealed from the ‘Lat day of September, 1843. 


lJ. And it de further enacted, that from and 
after the day abovementioned, the following and 
no other Duties of Customs shall be leviable upon 
the Import and Export of Articles into and from 
the North Western Provinces of the Presidency 
of Bengal, that is to say: : 


On the Import of Salt, of all descriptions, two 
Rupees per maund, and a further duty of one 
Rupee per maund on the transmission thereof to 
the Eastward of Allshabad..

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On the Import of Cotton, uncleaned, four Annas 
per maund, cleaned eight Annas per maund. 


On the Export of Misree, Kund, Chenee and all 
clayed and refined Sugar, eight Annas per maund, 
Goor, Rab, Sheerah, and all unclayed and unre. 
fined Saccharine produce, three Annas per maund, 


The Import of Sugar into any part of the said 
Provinces, is, and shall remain, prohibited. 


11]. And it is further enacted, that it'shall be 
Jawful for the Government of the said Provinces 
from time to time to wake and issue such orders 
as may be deemed expedient for the colleation of 
the aforesaid Duties in such manner, and upon 
such line or lines, and at such places on or near 
guch line or lines as may seem fit, and all such 
orders shall have the same force as if they formed 
a part of this Act from the date notified in the 
Gazette, wherein they shall be published. 


JV. And itis further enacted, that from anc 
after the First day of September 1843, the mann 
facture of alimentary Salt throughout the North 
Western Provinces of the Presidency of Bengal, 
without the express sanction of the Government, 
is prohibited ; and that any person. engaging in the 
manufacture of such Salt, or preparing or causing 
to be prepared works for the manufacture of such 
Salt, without such sanction, and all Zemindars or 
other proprietors of land, or their Agents, con- 
niving at such illicit manufacture, shall on convie- 
tion by the Magistrate, within the limits of whose 
District the offence may have occurred, be punish- 
ed by a fine not exceeding 500 Rupees, and on 
non-payment of such fine, by imprisonment not 
exceeding six months with or without hard labor, 
and that all works at which such manufacture 
shall have been conducted, or which are designed 
for such manufacture shall be destroyed, and any 
Salt which may be manufactured or stored thereat, 
shall be seized and confiscated. 


Vv. And it is further enacted, that it shall 
be lawful for the Collectors of Customs and the 
Collectors of Land Revenue within their jurisdic- 
tions, to destroy all works for the manufacture of 
Salt, and to seize the Salt stored thereat, and to 
apprehend the persons concerned in the manufac- 
ture thereof, and make them over for trial to the 
Magistrate within the limits of whose District 
the offence may have occurred. 


VI. Itie further enacted, that all Sugar im- 
ported into the said Provinces, and all Articles 
imported or exported without payment of the 
duties imposed by this Aet, or in contravention of 
the orders which may be made and issued under 
the provisions thereof, and all Boats, Carriages 
and Conveyances, and all animala used in transport- 
ing the same, shall be liable to be seized and con- 
fiscated in the manner hereinafter mentioned. 


VII. And it is farther enacted, that all per- 
sons evading or attempting to evade the payment 
of the duties imposed by this Act, and all persons 
aiding or abetting such attempts or evasions, or in 
any manner acting in Contravention of this Act, or 
of any order made arid issued under the provisions 
thereof, andall Zemindars and other Praprietors 
of land, or their Agents, who shall wilfully connive 
at such attempta or evagjons or aid guch acts, 
ehall on conviction by tyg@ Magistrate within the 
limits of whose District the offence may have oc 
curred, be punished by a fine not exceeding 500 
Rupees, and on non-payment thereof by imprisot- 
ment not exceeding six months with or withou!

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“VIN. And itis further enacted, that it . shall 


be Jawful for all Officers of the Customs Depart- 
ment to search any carriages and conveyances, 
and any packages upon reasonable grounds of sus- 
picion that such carriages, conveyances or 
packages, contain any articles made subject to 
duty, or prohibited to be imported by this Act, 
and to detain all such articles as may be liable to 
confiseation under the provisions thereof. 


TX. And it isherefy enacted, that whenever 
any articles or gourls shall be seized or detained 
under the provisions of this Act the Collector or 
Deputy Collector of Laud Revenue or Customs, 
within whose jurisdiction such seizure or detention

I. It is hereby enacted, that from and after the

who shall be undergoing sentence of imprisonment 
for any fixed period within the said Territories, 
shall be taken to have undergone the whole of his 
sentence when he shall have undergone three- 
fourths of so much of the period of his sentence as 
sball reinain to be undergone on the said day. 


JE And it is hereby guacted, that from and 
after the saidday all Courts and all persous having 
authority to sentence offenders to imprisonment 
shall, in sentencing any offender to imprisonment 
for anv fixed period within the said ‘Territories 
take into consideration the increased severity of 
the punishment, and shall not sentence such 
offender to imprisonment for any period longer 
than three-fourths of the period to which they 
would have sentenced such offender if this Act 
had not been made.

The additional duty tobe imposed by the Act 
on the Import of Salt into the Norte Weeteru 
Provinces, will only raise the duty gucraty te 
two-thirds of the amounr of that alreagy levied b 
Bengal, and to the Eastward of Alluliabad to tin 
level of the Bengal duty. 
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The additional powers given to the Customs 
Department and the increased strength which will 
be given to the Custome Establishment will, it is 
to be hoped, prevent any increase of Smuggling 
on the North West Frontier, and it may be ex- 

" pected that the result of a measure which gives 
almost entire freedom to internal Trade, will be a 
considerable increase of the Revenue. 

Resolved accordingly, that the Act in question 
be passed. 


Acr No. XIV. oF 1843. 


‘An Act for regulating the levy of Customs Duties 
and the manufucture of Salt in the North Western 
Provinces of the Presidency of Bengal. 


I. It is hereby enacted, that Regulation XVI. 
1829, Act II. 1838, and so much of Regulation 
JX. 1810, and of any other Regulation and Act, 
ae affects the Collection of Customs Duties or the 
Manufacture of Salt in the North Western Pro- 
vinces of the Presidency of Bengal, shall be re- 
pealed from the 1st day of September, 1843. 

II. And it is further enacted, that from and 
after the day abovementioned, the following and 
no other Duties of Customs shall be leviable upou 
the Import and Export of Articles into and from 
the North Western Provinces of the Presidency 
of Bengal, that is to say: 

On the Import of Salt, of all descriptions, two 
Rupees per maund, anda further duty of one 
Rupee per maund on the transmission thereof to 
the Eastward of Allahabad. 

On the Import of Cotton, uncleaned, four Annas 
per maund, cleaned eight Annas per maund. 


On the Export of Misree, Kund, Chenee and all 


clayed and refined Sugar, eight Annas per maund, . 


Goor, Rib, Sheerah, and all unclayed and unre- 
fined Saccharine produce, three Annas per maund. 


The Import of Sugar into any part of the said 
Provinces, is, and shall remaiu, prohibited. 


TH. And it is further enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the Government of the said Provinces 
from time to time to make and issue such orders 
as may be deemed expedient for the collection of 
the aforesaid Duties in such manner, and upon 
such line or lines, and at such places cn or near 
such line or Hines as May seem fit, and all such 
orders shall have the same force as if they formed 
a part of this Act from the date notified in the 
Gazette, wherein they shall be published. 


IV. And it is further enacted, that from and 
after the Virst day of September 1843, the manu- 
facture of alimentary Salt thronghout the North 
Western Provinces of the Presidency of Bengal, 

‘without the express sanction of the Government, 
is prohibited ; and that any person engaging in the 
manufacture of such Salt, or preparing or causing 
to be prepared works for the mauufacture of such 
Salt, without such sanction, and all Zemindars or 
other proprictors of land, or their Agents, con- 
niving at such illicit manufacture, shall on convic- 
tion by the Magistrate, within the limits of whose 
District the offence may have occurred, be pung 
ed by a fine not exceeding 500 Rupees, re 
non-payment of such fine, by imprisonment not 
exceeding six months with or without hard labor, 
and that all works at which such manufacture 
shall have been conducted, or which are designed 
for such manufacture shall be destroyed, and any 


Salt which may be manufactured or stored thereat, 


shall Le seized and confiscated. - 


V. And it is further enacted, that it shall 
be lawful for the Collectora of Customs and the 
Collectors of Land Revenue within their jurisdic. 
tions, to destroy all works for the manufacture of 
Salt, and to seize the Salt stored thereat, and to 
apprehend the persons concerned in the manufac. 
ture thereof, and make them over for trial to the 
Magistrate within the limits of whose District 
the offence may have occurred. 


VI. It is further enacted, that all Sugar im- 
orted into the said Provinces, and all Articles 
imported or exported without payment of the 
duties imposed by this Act, or in contravention of 
the orders which may be made and issued under 
the provisions thereof, and all Boats, Carriages 
and Conveyances, and all animals used in transport. 
ing the same, shall be liable to be seized and con- 
fiscated in the manner hereinafter mentioned. 


VII. And it is further enacted, that all per. 
sons evading or attempting to evade the payment 
of the duties imposed by this Act, and all persons 
aiding or abetting such attempts or evasions, or in 
auy manner acting in contravention of this Act, or 
of any order made and issued under the provisions 
thereof, and all Zemindars and other Proprietors 
of land, or their Agents, who shall wilfully connive 
at such attempts or evasions or ald such aete, 
shall on conviction by the Magistrate within the 
limits of whose District the offence may have oc- 
curred, be punished by a fine not exceeding 500 
Rupees, and on non-payment thereot by imprison- 
Ment not exceeding six months with or without 
hard labor. 

VII. And itis further enacted, that it shall 
be lawful for all Officers of the Cusioms Depart 
ment to searcly any carriages and conveyances, 
and any packagex upon reasonable grvunds of sus- 
picion that such carriages, conveyances or 
packages, contain any articles made subject to 
duty, or prohibited to be imported by this Act, 
and to detain all such articles as may be liable to 
confiseation under the provisions thereof. 


IX. And it ishereby enacted, that whenever 
any articles or goods shall be seized or detained 
under the provisions of this Act the Collector or 
Deputy Collector of Land Revenue or Customs, 
within whose jurisdiction such seizure or detention 
shall occur, shall, with all practicable expedition, 
report the case for the determination of the Com- 
missioner of Revenue, and it shall be lawful for 
such Commissioner to declare such articles or 
goods to be confiscated, or to impose such lesser 
penalty in lieu thereof as to him may seem fit. 


X. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be | 
lawful for all Officers in the Customs Department 
to apprehend any person upon reasonable grounds 
of suspicion that auch person is liable to punish- 
ment under this Act, and to make him over for 
trial with all practicable expedition to the Magis- 
trate within whose jurisdiction the offepce may 
occur. 


XI. Provided always, that any Officer of the 
Customs Department who ehall without reason- 
able grounds of suspicion search any carriage or 
conveyance or any package, shall upon convic~ 
tion thereof before the Magistrate. within whose 
jurisdiction the offence may have been committed, 
be punished with fine nat exceeding 250"Rupees, 
which fine shall be paid over to the party ag-

imprisonment not pias | three months; apd 
provided also, that any Officer of the Custoios |

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apprehend any person without reasonable grounds 
of suspicion that such person is liable to pu- 
nishment under this Act, shall upon conviction 
before the Magistrate within whose jurisdiction 
the offence may have been committed, be punish- 
ed with fine not exceeding 500 Rupees, which 
fine shall be paid over ta the party aggrieved, 
and on non-payment of auch fine, with imprison- 
ment not exceeding six months. 


XII. And it is hereby enacted, that all Ma- 
gistrates, or persons exercising the powers of 
Magistrate, shall be competent to receive and 
determine aH charges against persons thus made 
over to them for trial on account of offences 
against this Act, and that all sentences passed in 
pursuance of this Act, shall be open to appeal 
under such Rules as may from time to time be 
laid down for the cognizance of appeals in ordi- 
nary cases. 


XIL And it is hereby enacted, that all 
Officers of Police, and all Officers of the Govern- 
ment engaged in the Collection of the Land Re- 
vepue, are empowered and required to aid and 
assist the Officers of the Customs Department in 
the execution of this Act. 


XIV. And it is further enacted, that nothing 
in this Aet contained shall apply or be deemed to 
apply to the Sangor and Nerbudda Territories, 
or to the District of Ajmere.

‘to the Local Governments of Soth Divisions of the 
Bengal Presidency to appoint ie any Zillah or District 
ene or wore Uncovenanted Deputy Magistrates with 
the powers hereinafter apecitied. 

HL, And it is hereby enacted, that every person 
appointed to the Office. of Deputy Magistrate under 
this Act, shall, previously to entering upon the exe- 
cution of the duties of bis Office, make and subscribe 
before the Magistrate of the District to which be 
may be appointed, a declaration according to Act 
XX. 1897, . ‘ 

Il. And it is hAreby enacted, that a Deputy 
Magistrate appoiatsp under this Act, ehall be -anable 
of being emple.C;. as a Judicial Officer or as an 
Officer of Polioy;, ¢ both, st the discretion of the Local 
Government. fet 8 Judicial Officer he shall exercise 
the powers of 4 Covenanted Assistant under Regula- 
tions XU.

V. And it is hereby enacted, that a Deputy Ma- 
gistrate appointed under this Act, shall not be dis- 
missed from Office for misconduct, without the 
sanction of the Local Government. Whenever thera 
may be reason to believe that a Deputy Magistrate 
is disqualified by neglect, incapacity or corruption for 
continuance in Office, a report shall be submitted by 
the Local Magistrate for the consideration aud orders 
of the Local Government which shall be competent to 
suapend him, and order a further enquiry into his 
conduct, or to direct his immediate dismissal as may 
appear just and proper. 

VI. And it is hereby declared, that no native of 
the Territories subjeet to the Government of the East 
India Company, nor avy natural born aubject of Her 
Majesty resident therein is by reason only of his ret. 
gion, place of birth, descent, eolor or any of them 
disabled from holding the Office of Deputy Collector 
uader Regulation IX. of 1833.
